Cited as one of 
the cuts in the $4094 submit- 
ted budget was two trips to 
New York, for members of the 
Housing Authority. Two trips 
for the Director, to New York, 
were left in the budget. 

De Felice, after the Select- 
men’s meeting, declared that 
the trip to New York was de- 
finitely worth while.

The last foundation wall for 
the old ice houses, that stood

is now gone. 
‘when the town extneded the 
beach, this spring time, and 
as far as we know, there is 
now no trace of the old build- 
ings. 

Once upon a time, back in 
1880, there were 17 huge ice- 
houses, on the site where the 
Mildred Rogers School now 
stands, ice houses that pro- 
vided work for the slack days 
of winter, for the farmers of 
Wilmington. 

The ice was shipped by rail- 
road car, to Boston, a double 
track going out to the BeM 
just north of the Silver Lake 
station, ad every day a dozen 
or two cars left loaded with 
ice. 

The houses were torn down a- 
bout 1920, and for a number of 
years the Silver Lake Volun- 
teer Fire Department used to 
put out the spontaneous fires 
which started from time to 
time in the left-over sawdust. 
On other occasions the Silver 
Lake Pire Department would go 
over there anyway, with its 
horse-pulled hand pumper, and 
engage in the sport of seeing 
which crew of pumpers could 
drive the water through the 
hose for the furthest distance 
We can recall many times when 
over 200 feet was achieved by 
the sweating volunteers, 

But there was a reason, at 
least part of the time, for 
many of those volunteers were 
also call-policemen, and some- 
times, within the confines of 
the barrel through which the 
water was pumped was a case or 
two of beer which had recently 
been seized in some raid on a 
local bootlegger. 

Naturally, the more water 
that was pumped the cooler the 
beer would be, when they got 
the wagon back to Pop Neil- 
son’s barn. 

But what we want to know is: 
What Happened to the Ice Pea- 
vie? 

While the dredging operations 
off the beach were going on an 
old ice peavie, the kind used 
to seperate the ice cakes be- 
fore they were hoisted into 
the ice housgs, was found. 

One spectator suggests that 
it was taken in tow by one of 
the truck drivers, either a 
town employee, or a Cronin 
driver. 

We'd like to get that peavie, 
for we have an idea it is the 
last thing left of the old ice 
industry, on the west side of 
the lake.

were searching for a berometer 
in Wilmington. 

They had called the Town Hall 
and had been referred to us.

CAVANAUGH’ S FUNERAL HOME 
BECOMES FOCUS OF URBAN 
RENEWAL DISCUSSION 
Bill Cavanaugh, of the W. 5S. 
Cavanaugh & Sons Funeral Home 
found himself the unwilling 
subject of discussion, Tuesday 
night at the Baldwin Civic As- 
sociation meeting on Urban Re- 

newal. 

Mr. Cavanaugh had attended 
the open meeting for the pur- 
pose of learming what was pro- 
posed with respect with his 
property. 

The problems of the indivi- 
dual store owners, etc., in 
the Urban Renewal area thus 
were aired, in the discussion 
of Mr. Cavanaugh’s problems. 
Not Permissable? 
Cavanaugh was told by 
Director James ¥. Franklin, 
who with James P, Donahue of 
the Housing ‘wthority attended 
the meeting, that his funeral

establishment, the plumbing 
establishment, and the hay and 
grain establishment would not 
be allowed in the new shopping 
center. 

The reason was that these 
businesses were not to be al- 
lowed, in the types of busi- 
nesses allowable in the area 

The Urban Renewal project, if 
voted by the town, Franklin 
said, would be in effect new 
and stricter zoning laws for 
the area, 

Objections 

Objections were raised from 
the floor over the exclusion 
of the funeral home, Dr. Wid- 
ger pointed out that the es- 
tablishment, at the present 
time enjoyed a ‘non-conforming’ 
status, as a business which 
was in existance before the 
present zoning law was voted. 
Other persons present pointed 
out that funeral homes havea 
‘very tough time’ before the 
Board of Appeals, in attempt- 
ing to become established in 
residential zones. 

Franklin was asked if there 
was money available to ‘re- 
locate’ the funeral home, and 
his reply was to the effect 
that it was residents who were 
to be assisted. 

In asmuch as Mr. Cavanaugh is 
also a resident, he could pos- 
sibly get some further assis- 
tance. 

Dr, Widger wanted to know if 
it would be possible to amend 
in part the Urban Renewal pro- 
posal ( in connection with the 
funeral home) in the Town 
Meeting at which Urban Renewal 
will come up for discussion. 

Franklin: I believe that is 
correct. 

Stop & Shon Land Sold * 

In the very beginning of the 
discussion, which lasted near- 
ly three hours, Franklin sta- 
ted that he believed the land 
in the Urban Renewal area 
owned by the Stop & Shop 
store chain had been sold to 
the Middlesex County Bank,

Purchasers 

Franklin listed three men or 
firms who were interested in 
purchasing the area, in part 
or in whole. He did not dis- 
close any names, but stated 
that one firm already had a 
million dollar committment 
from a bank, 

On the problem of the local 
stores, Franklin stated that 
‘with a little initiative’ the 
store omers of the area could 
put themselves in a much bet- 
er position, relatively 
speaking. 
fe cited the case of the 
East Providence Merchants, who 
formed a co-operative Corpor- 
ation, 
Renewal Development, sold 
themselves individual lots in 
their property, and rebuilt 
their stores, before tearing 
down the old ones. 

‘The most time lost by any 
store was 1% days’ Franklin 
said, 

There is nothing to prohibit 
any merchant from buying say, 
10,000 square feet of land, 
from the Urban Renewal Author- 
ity,’ Franklin declared, ad-
